CONFERENCE  HELD  ON  "UKRAINIAN  CANADIANS, 
MULTICULTURALISM,  AND  SEPARATISM:  AN 

ASSESSMENT" 

The  conference  on  "Ukrainian  Canadians , Mul- 
ticulturalism,  and  Separatism:  An  Assessment"  was 
held  at  the  University  of  Alberta  on  September 
9-11.  Organized  and  sponsored  by  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  it  featured  pa- 
pers by  the  Minister  of  State  for  Cultural  Deve- 
lopment from  the  Parti  Quebecois  government,  a 
former  commissioner  of  the  federal  government, 
and  prominent  Ukrainian-Canadian  academics. 

Dr.  M. R.  Lupul,  director  of  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  opened  the  confer- 
ence on  Friday ’evening,  September  9,  with  re- 
marks on  the  purpose  and  objectives  of  the  confer- 
ence. The  Institute,  he  declared,  "only  provi- 
des the  forum  for  discussion;  it  itself  is  no 
oracle.  If  the  topic  under  discussion  has  profound 
political  implications  that  does  not  render  the 
Institute  itself  political;  all  it  shows  is  that 
the  Institute  can  be  relevant  to  the  issues  of 
our  time." 

The  Honorable  Camille  Laurin,  Minister  of 
State  for  Cultural  Development , Province  of 
Quebec,  who  delivered  the  opening  address  to  approx- 
imately 250  people,  explained  the  objectives  of 
the  Parti  Quebecois  in  the  struggle  for  self- 
determination  for  the  French  in  Quebec  and  termed 
the  federal  government's  bilingual  policy  a fail- 
ure. . Dr.  Laurin  was  questioned  by  Professor 
Walter  S.  Tarnopolsky,  Osgoode  Hall,  York  Uni- 
versity, and  Professor  Bohdan  Bociurkiw,  Depart- 
ment of  Political  Science,  Carleton  University. 
Concern  about  the  status  of  ethnocultural  groups 
in  Quebec  was  prominent  in  the  questions  and  in 
the  discussion  from  the  floor  which  followed. 

The  sessions  on  Saturday,  September  10, 
opened  with  presentations  by  Professor  Ivan  Myhul, 
Department  of  Political  Science,  Bishop's  Univer- 
sity, and  Professor  Roman  Serbyn,  Department  of 
History,  University  of  Quebec  at  Montreal.  Both 
spoke  on  the  topic:  "Separatism  and  Ethnic  Groups 

in  Quebec,"  criticizing  the  absence  of  a clear  gov- 
ernment policy  towards  the  non-Anglo-Celtic 
minorities  in  Quebec  and  outlining  their  unique 
and  unfortunate  predicament. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  Mr.  Roman  Petryshyn, 
research  associate  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies,  presented  a paper  entitled 
"The  Ukrainian  Canadians  in  Transition,"  in  which 
he  compared  the  social  structure  and  mobility 
patterns  of  Ukrainians  in  Canada  to  those  of 
other  ethnic  groups  on  a national  scale,  and 
showed  how  Ukrainians,  like  the  French,  were 
still  very  much  part  of  a vertical  mosaic. 

Professor  Bohdan  Bociurkiw  followed  with  a pa- 
per on  "Multiculturalism  and  the  Response  of  the 
Ukrainian-Canadian  Community,"  in  which  he  praised 
the  roles  played  by  Senator  Yuzyk  and  several 


members  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  University  Stu- 
dents' Union  and  stated  that  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee  left  much  to  be  desired  as  a 
pressure  group. 

At  the  banquet  on  Saturday  evening,  Dr.  Keith 
Spicer,  journalist,  broadcaster,  and  former  Commi- 
ssioner of  Official  Languages,  was  guest  speaker. 
He  examined  the  federal  policy  of  bilingualism, 
defined  its  shortcomings,  and  predicted  difficult 
relations  between  the  federal  and  Quebec 
governments,  at  least  for  the  next  three  years. 

He  also  thought  groups  like  the  Ukrainians  should 
work  closely  with  French  Canadians,  especially 
in  western  Canada. 

On  Sunday,  September  11,  Professor  Walter 
S.  Tarnopolsky,  spoke  on  "A  Multicultural  Canada: 
The  Basic  Issues."  In  his  wide-ranging  remarks, 
he  stressed  that  a multicultural  Canada  must  pro- 
vide greater  access  to  the  most  rewarding  jobs 
for  all  Canadians.  Professor  Manoly  R.  Lupul, 
who  presented  a paper  on  "Canada's  Options  in  a 
Time  of  Political  Crisis  and  Their  Implications 
for  Multiculturalism,"  rejected  both  separatism 
and  "Trudeau  federalism"  as  options  and  put  forth 
a new  concept,  regional  federalism,  using  the 
Ukrainian  bilingual  school  program  to  illustrate 
how  it  could  work  in  the  area  of  language  and 
culture. 

The  conference  ended  with  a panel  on  the 
topic  "Multiculturalism  and  Separatism:  The 

Search  for  a Ukrainian  Consensus."  The  panelists 
included  Professors  Bociurkiw,  Myhul,  Serbyn, 
Tarnopolsky  and  Mr.  Petryshyn.  A consensus  was 
reached  on  three  points : that  Ukrainians  in 

Canada  should  support  the  right  of  the  French 
in  Quebec  to  self-determination  within  a federal 
framework;  that  further  dialogue  on  the  topic 
of  separatism  vis  a vis  multiculturalism  was 
necessary;  and  that  the  involvement  and  support 
of  Ukrainian  Canadians  from  all  walks  of  life  was 
necessary  for  multiculturalism  to  survive.

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Chairing  sessions  of  the  conference  were  Mr. 

B.  Krawchenko,  Department  of  Political  Science, 
and  Dr.  I.L.  Rudnytsky,  Department  of  History, 
both  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  the  former  a 
research  associate  and  the  latter  an  associate 
director  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  Dr.  Keith  Spicer  was  introduced  by 
Senator  Paul  Yuzyk. 

After  each  talk,  an  hour  was  reserved  for  ques- 
tions from  the  floor  and  for  discussion.  Of'  the  150 
people  present  at  the  Saturday  and  Sunday  sessions, 
there  were  several  from  across  Canada. 

The  published  papers  of  the  conference  will 
be  available  in  the  near  future. 


POLAND  AND  UKRAINE:  PAST  AND  PRESENT 

A three-day  conference  on  the  above  topic 
was  held  on  October  20-22,  1977,  at  McMaster 
University,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  as  the  first  of 
a possible  series  of  conferences  devoted  to  the 
subject  of  "Ukraine  and  Its  Neighbours,"  planned 
by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies. 

The  purpose  of  the  conference,  planned  at  a 
meeting  in  Toronto  in  December  1976,  was  to 
discuss  some  of  the  outstanding  questions  in 
the  thousand-year  old  relationship  between  the 
two  peoples,  and  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
scholarly  study  in  this  area. 

The  conference  consisted  of  five  public 
sessions  (three  papers  each),  one  special  evening 
session  (chaired  by  Dr.  R.S.  Maclvor,  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Social  Sciences,  McMaster  Univer- 
sity) which  featured  a paper  by  Professor  Hugh 
Seton-Watson  of  London,  England,  and  a closed 
"Round  Table"  session  chaired  by  Professors  I. 
Sevcenko,  Acting  Director  of  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute  and  B.  Lawruk  of  the  Polish 
Research  Institute,  McGill  University,  Montreal. 
Besides  the  scholarly  sessions,  the  program 
included  a dinner  for  conference  participants 
and  a social  hour,  the  latter  hosted  by  Hamil- 
ton’s Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Club.

Approximately  220  registered  participants 
attended  the  sessions,  several  from  Europe  and 
various  parts  of  North  America.  A large  number 
of  students  from  various  Canadian  and  American 
universities  also  took  part.  Present  were  two 
members  of  the  Polish  Academy  of  Sciences,  Pro- 
fessors Z.  Wojcik  and  A.  Walicki,  who  happened 
to  be  in  Canada  at  the  time  and  were  invited 
to  attend  the  conference. 

The  conference  was  organized  by  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  and  the  Inter- 
departmental Committee  for  Communist  and  East 
European  Affairs  of  McMaster  University.  The 
Institute  covered  most  of  the  costs  of  the  con- 
ference, with  additional  financial  aid  from  the 
Canadian  Council  and  several  Ukrainian  community 
organizations  and  businesses.  Participants  were 
welcomed  by  Dr.  A.N.  Burns,  President  of  McMaster 
University,  and  Dr.  M.R.  Lupul,  Director  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies.  During 
the  banquet.  Dean  R.C.  Maclvor  and  Professor  D. 
Novak,  Chairman  of  the  Interdepartmental  Commit- 
tee, brought  greetings.  Best  wishes  were  also 
conveyed  by  the  Polish  Research  Institute  in 
Montreal. 

Chairman  of  the  conference  committee  was 
Professor  P.J.  Potichnyj  (McMaster),  who  is  also 
president  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Slavists 
and  president  of  the  Conference  on  Ukrainian 
Studies,  under  the  umbrella  of  CAS. 

Brief  reports  on  the  Polish-Ukrainian 
Conference  were  carried  by  all  major  English- 
language  Canadian  newspapers  and  radio  and  tele- 
vision stations.  Relevant  information  and  brief 
commentaires  were  carried  by  Radio  Canada  Inter- 
national, Radio  Liberty,  and  Radio  Free  Europe. 

The  proceedings  of  the  conference  will  be 
published  in  the  first  half  of  1978  as  a separate 
work,  edited  by  Professor  Potichnyj  in  the 
Institute's  publication  series,  "The  Alberta 
Library  in  Ukrainian  Studies." 


UKRAINIAN  LANGUAGE  COURSE  RENEWED  AT  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  WESTERN  ONTARIO 

As  a result  of  the  persistent  efforts  of  Dr. 
E.B.  Roslycky,  a Ukrainian  studies  course  has 
been  reinstated  in  the  Department  of  Russian  at 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  London,  Ontario 
The  course,  in  Ukrainian  language  and  literature, 
is  at  the  advanced  level  and  open  to  a restricted 
number  of  students. 


CIUS  FOUNDATION  EXECUTIVE  MEETS  IN  WINNIPEG 

In  Winnipeg  on  October  8,  the  executive  and 
members  of  the  board  of  directors  held  their 
third  meeting,  chaired  by  Dr.  Orest  H.  Rudzlk, 
the  new  president.  Of  the  items  discussed, 

the  most  important  was  the  fund-raising  campaign 
currently  underway.  Vancouver,  Edmonton,  and 
Toronto  have,  made  the  most  progress  towards 
attaining  their  goals.  The  most  significant 
decision  taken  was  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
engaging  a professional  fund  raiser  to  approach 
Canadian  and  multi-national  corporations  to  help 
fund  Ukrainian  academic  studies  through  the 
Foundation. 


INSTITUTE  EXECUTIVES  MEET 

On  October  22  the  Institute's  director  and 
two  associate  directors  met  in  Toronto  with  Pro- 
fessors Ihor  Sev?enko,  acting  director,  and  OmeL- 
jan  Pritsak,  former  director  on  leave  until  Jan- 
uary  1,  Qf  the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Insti- 
tute. Plans  for  the  Ukrainian  Historians'  Confe- 
rence at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  in  the 
spring,  to  be  organized  by  the  two  Institutes 
jointly  with  the  Ukrainian  Historical  Association 
in  the  United  States  and  sponsored  by  the  CIUS, 
were  discussed,  as  were  the  most  effective  means 
to  achieve  further  close  collaboration  between 
the  two  academic  institutions. 


MEETING  TO  DISCUSS  ENCYCLOPAEDIA  PROJECT 

On  October  23,  the  Institute's  director  and 
two  associate  directors  met  with  Professor  Ku- 
bijovyc  in  Toronto  to  discuss  progress  on  the 
preparation  of  the  first  volume  of  the  alphabeti- 
cal encyclopaedia  on  Ukraine  in  English.  Also 
in  attendance  were  Professors  Bohdan  Bociurkiw, 
Carleton  University,  Vasyl  Markus,  Loyola  Uni- 
versity, Dr.  J.P.  Himka,  CIUS  research  associate, 
and  Mr.  Roman  Senkus,  recording  secretary. 

Editors  have  fortunately  been  found  for  most 
sections  of  the  encyclopaedia.  Before  returning 
to  Sarcelles,  Professor  Kubijovyc  visited 
several  centres  in  the  United  States  to  consult 
with  co-workers  there.

VAPLITE  COLLECTION  WILL  BE  AVAILABLE  IN  NOVEMBER 

The  Vaplite  Collection 3 edited  by  Professor 
George  Luckyj , will  be  available  in  November. 

The  volume  is  an  expanded  edition  of  previously 
published  materials  from  the  archives  of  the  lit- 
erary group  VAPLITE  (1925-28) . It  offers  a unique 
insight  into  the  life  and  work  of  a group  of 
Ukrainian  writers  and  artists  in  the  1920s  who 
spear-headed  a national  and  cultural  revival. 

Their  attempt  to  develop  a high  Ukrainian  cul- 
ture, based  on  western  European  models,  was  cut 
short  by  the  onset  of  Stalinism.  The  collection 
contains  letters,  diaries,  excerpts  from  both 
prose  and  poetry,  and  many  illustrations,  some 
in  color. 

The  collection,  in  Ukrainian,  is  published 
by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies.

Seminars 


MR.  LEONID  PLYUSHCH 

On  September  2,  1977,  Mr.  Leonid  Plyushch, 
a well-known  Soviet  Ukrainian  dissident  and 
former  political  prisoner  presented  an  Insti- 
tute seminar  entitled  "Detente,  the  Helsinki 
Accords  and  the  Soviet  Opposition:  A Discus- 

sion with  Dissident  Leonid  Plyushch." 

Before  his  dismissal  and  imprisonment  in  1968 
Mr.  Plyushch  worked  in  the  Institute  of 
Cybernetics  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  the 
Ukrainian  SSR  in  Kiev.  He  was  allowed  to 
leave  the  Soviet  Union  on  January  8,  1976  fol- 
lowing an  international  campaign  on  his  behalf. 
The  chairmen  of  a number  of  University  depart- 
ments, as  well  as  several  invited  guests, 
attended  the  seminar. 
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Mr.  Plyushch  began  by  discussing  the  economic 
and  moral  crises  facing  Soviet  society.  The  pre- 
sent leadership  does  not  allow  for  an  open  discus- 
sion of  the  poor  state  of  the  Soviet  economy 
and  the  rising  crime  rate,  and  relies  on  an  elab- 
orate system  of  "disinformation"  to  conceal  these 
problems.  There  is  a serious  lack  of  information 
about  crime  and  various  forms  of  deviance  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  and  even  scientific-technological 
research  is  hampered  by  the  prevailing  secrecy 
and  by  strange  (even  irrational)  demands  from 
above.  To  continue  stifling  discussion  of  the 
problems,  however,  will  prove  fruitless.  The 
contradictions  in  Soviet  society,  Plyushch 
declared,  will  lead  to  a political  crisis, 
unless  there  is  greater  democratization  in  all 
sectors  of  public  life. 


Dr.  Borys  has  received  a grant  from  the 
Institute  to  revise  his  book  on  the  above 
topic,  which  was  originally  published  in  Stock- 
holm, Sweden,  in  1960. 


DR.  WSEVOLOD  ISAJIW 

The  Institute's  second  seminar  of  the 
1977-78  academic  year  was  held  on  October  20, 
1977.  Dr.  Wsevolod  Isajiw  spoke  on  "Class  and 
Ethnicity  in  the  History  of  Ukrainians  in  North 
America".  An  associate  professor  of  sociology 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  Dr.  Isajiw  lectured 
in  the  Sociology  Department,  University  of 
Alberta,  under  the  Secretary  of  State's  Visiting 
Professors'  Program. 


The  dissidents,  those  who  refuse  to  go  along 
with  the  system  of  the  "big  lie,"  demand  that 
the  Soviet  Union  respect  its  own  constitution 
and  the  international  human  rights  agreements 
which  it  has  signed.  All  sectors  of  public 
opinion  in  the  West  must  ensure  that  Soviet  and 
western  governments  do  not  find  some  accommoda- 
tion which  would  allow  for  the  continuing  repression 
of  free  thought  in  the  Soviet  Union. 


The  most  valuable  aspect  of  the  seminar  was 
its  interdisciplinary  character.  During  the 
stimulating  question  period,  Mr.  Plyushch, 
dealt  with  a wide  range  of  questions  on  topics 
such  as  Soviet  scientific  policy,  child 
psychology,  the  theory  of  games,  and  struc- 
turalism. 


DR.  JURIJ  BORYS 

At  the  Institute's  first  seminar  of  the 
1977-78  academic  year  on  October  5,  1977,  Dr.  J 
Borys,  professor  in  the  Department  of  Political 
Science,  University  of  Calgary,  spoke  about 
"The  Russian  Communist  Party  and  the  Sovietiza- 
tion  of  Ukraine." 


Dr.  Isajiw  examined  the  sociological  struc- 
ture of  the  Ukrainians  in  North  America,  and 
paid  particular  attention  to  the  contrasts 
between  the  situation  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  In  terms  of  socio-economic  position, 
Ukrainians  still  lag  behind  the  Canadian  ave- 
rage,  and  even  some  other  Slavic  ethnic  groups. 

The  speaker  attributed  the  disparity  to 
the  class  background  of  the  first  immigration  and 
ethnicity  factors.  For  a long  time  class  and 
ethnicity  boundaries  coincided,  thus  reinforcing 
the  retarding  influences. 

The  first  immigrants  were  peasants  who 
were  to  settle  the  prairies,  or  be  a source  of 
cheap  labor,  which  retarded  their  development 
when  compared  to  the  rest  of  the  population. 
Immigrants  from  other  than  peasant  classes  came 
to  Canada  only  after  the  first  and  second  world 
wars.  Although  many  of  these  immigrants  were 
educated  they  entered  the  work  force  in  low  class 
occupations,  so  they  too  had  little  effect  on 
the  make-up  of  the  total  society. 

Ukrainians,  furthermore,  generally  formed 
their  own  social  life  and  did  not  integrate  well 
into  Canadian  society. 


In  his  presentation.  Dr.  Borys  dealt  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  Soviet  Russian  sphere  of  in- 
fluence had  expanded  into  Ukraine,  as  a case 
study  of  the  application  of  the  Marxian-Leninist 
theory  of  the  self-determination  of  nations  in 
one  of  the  most  important  regions  of  eastern 
Europe.  After  seizing  power  in  Russia  proper 
in  1917,  the  Russian  Bolsheviks,  contrary  to 
their  own  theoretical  premises  and  claims, 
began  to  reincorporate  non-Russian  territories 
into  the  new  Soviet  Russian  empire.  The  intro- 
duction of  control  by  Moscow  in  Ukraine,  which 
by  that  time  had  established  its  own  government, 
was  the  result  of  military  conquest.  Dr.  Borys 
argued,  and  not,  as  Soviet  historiography  claims, 
of  support  from  the  Ukrainian  proletariat.  If 
it  had  not  been  for  military  assistance  from 
outside,  the  local  Bolsheviks  would  not  have 
succeeded  in  establishing  their  control  in 
Ukraine. 


A long  and  lively  discussion  followed  the 
presentation.  Among  the  subjects  discussed  were 
the  class  system,  what  is  "Ukrainianness"  in 
Canada,  why  are  Canadian  Ukrainians  so  tradition- 
bound  and  find  it  difficult  to  adapt  to  new 
circumstances,  etc. 


YURY  BOSHYK 

Yury  Boshyk,  doctoral  candidate  at  Oxford 
University,  presented  the  first  seminar  of  the 
Institute's  seminar  series  at  the  University 
of  Toronto  on  October  5.  He  spoke  on  "Natio- 
nalism and  Socialism  in  Ukraine:  The  Student 

Movement  of  the  1890s." 

The  paper  dealt  with  the  political  nature 
of  the  various  groups  within  the  Ukrainian  student 
milieu  in  the  Russian  Empire  in  the  period  of 
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the  late  1880s  and  the  1890s.  The  students  of 
this  generation,  which  included  such  figures  as 
Mykola  Mikhnovsky,  Symon  Petliura,  Ivan  Steshen- 
ko,  the  recently  deceased  Borys  Martos,  Dmytro 
Antonovych,  and  many  others,  were  to  play  lead- 
er roles  in  the  Ukrainian  national  movement  in 
both  the  liberal  and  revolutionary  socialist 
parties.  This  period  of  Ukrainian  history  marks 
the  rise  of  the  'new  man,'  as  the  writer  Vasyl 
Stefanyk  called  him.  This  was  the  generation  of 
'moloda  Ukraina , ' of  the  new  Ukrainian  intel- 
ligentsia recruited  largely  from  the  middle 
and  lower  strata  of  the  population. 

The  speaker  concentrated  on  the  1890s  and 
showed  that  the  predominant  influence  among  the 
Ukrainian  students  was  militant  nationalism.  The 
socialist  wing  within  the  Ukrainian  student  move- 


ment had  fewer  supporters  and  found  itself  lea- 
derless after  the  untimely  deaths  of  M.  Drahoman- 
ov  (1895)  and  his  two  main  supporters  in  Ukraine, 
M.  Kovalevsky  and  V.  Malovany. 

The  nationally  conscious  youth,  although  few 
in  number,  eyolved  from  militant  nationalism  to 
radical  socialism.  By  1905,  most  of  the  organized 
Ukrainian  student  youth  was  closely  linked  with 
the  Revolutionary  Ukrainian  party.  However,  the 
repressions  that  followed  the  1905  revolution  de- 
moralized and  decimated  the  ranks  of  the  revolu- 
tionaries. The  entire  development  was  in  keeping 
with  the  general  political  evolution  of  the  intel- 
ligentsia in  Russia  at  the  time  and  shows  how  the 
various  phases  in  the  Ukrainian  movement  closely 
paralleled  the  larger  social  developments  within 
the  Russian  Empire.

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PROFESSOR  ZBIGNIEW  WOJCIK 


On  October  19,  Professor  Zbigniew  Wojcik, 
a member  of  the  Institute  of  History  of  the 
Polish  Academy  of  Sciences  in  Warsaw,  presented 
the  second  in  the  Institute's  seminar  series  at 
the  University  of  Toronto.  In  an  informal  talk. 
Professor  Wojcik  described  the  structure  of  the 
Polish  Academy's  Institute  of  History  and  the 
roots  of  his  interest  in  Ukrainian  history. 

The  talk  also  focussed  on  two  important 
events  in  the  history  of  Polish-Ukrainian  rela- 
tions: the  Union  of  Brest  (1596)  and  the  Union 

of  Hadiach  (1658).  In  his  discussion  of  the 
former.  Professor  Wojcik  underscored  the  great 
divergence  between  the  beliefs  of  the  ecclesias- 
tical and  social  hierarchies  and  the  beliefs  of  the 
masses  of  the  Orthodox  population.  The  Union  of 
Brest,  intended  to  bring  Poles  and  Ukrainians 
closer  together  by  uniting  the  Orthodox  and 
Catholic  churches,  only  exacerbated  Polish- 
Ukrainian  conflict. 

Professor  Wojcik  then  explained  how  the 
short-sighted  social  policies  of  the  Polish 
magnates  led  to  the  IChmelnytsky  uprising  in 
1648.  The  Union  of  Hadiach  was  an  attempt  to 
reconcile  the  insurgent  Ukrainians  to  the  Polish 
state  by  offering  Ukraine  federative  status  within 
the  Commonwealth.  By  the  time  the  Union  of  Ha- 
diach was  concluded,  however,  it  was  already  too 
late  to  solve  the  problems  which  existed. 

The  Union  might  have  been  more  effective  had  it 
been  concluded  ten  years  before , not  after, 

Khmelnyt sky's  rebellion.  By  1658,  national  and 
class  antagonisms  between  the  Poles  and  Ukrainians 
were  too  strong  to  allow  a settlement  acceptable 
to  both  parties.  Moreover,  after  the  1648  upris- 
ing,, the  Ukrainian  problem  became  an  internation- 
al one,  involving  Turks,  Tatars,  Swedes,  and 
Russians.  Poland  by  itself  could  no  longer 
solve  it.  These  factors  precluded  a Polish- 
Ukrainian  reconciliation  and  inclined  the  Ukrain- 
ians to  seek  an  alliance  with  Russia,  momentous 
in  its  consequences  for  both  Polish  and  Ukrainian 
history.
